Herter Offers INo New

"Demp sey was the overwhelming favorite. In fact, the odds did 
not p rop erly reflect the feeling of the vast majority of fans around 
the country. Writers called Tunney the Greenwich Village Folly, 
doubted that he would show up .

•|>is< EK.M.VG GENTS WHO op ined that Tunney would win 
could bo counted on the fingers and you were one. 
"In Chicago, where I was headquartering at the time, a news­ 
p ap erman made the rounds of the gymnasiums (they had them in 
those days» , bookie joints, etc. He interviewed 88 hombres, as I 
remember. Of these, 8*4 p icked Demp sey. 
"Only four tabbed Tunney. They' were Jim Mullen, the p ro­ 
moter; Nate Lewis, the veteran manager called the Bald Eagle 
of the Loop ; Dave Barry, destined to referee the return match 
one year latei ; and <blush-blush) your hoy friend, William Eli 
Miller. I went a step farther, wagering $75 against $300. I had 
money in those days. You’ll rem em ber that I was Frank Churchill s 
right-hand bower, got first count on the dough. 
Long before that, down in N ’Yawlins, Sep t. 7, 1892, John L. 
Sullivan, who could lick anyone in the house, was 4-to-l over 
Jam es J Corbett. A cub rep orter named Theodore Dreiser inter­ 
viewed Sullivan before the fight. One of the few p rintable term s 
he ap p lied to Corbett was, ‘That skinny dude from C alifornia’

• IT SEEMS \ COINCIDENCE that the 4-to-l underdogs in 
these three heavyweight champ ionship fights were white collar 
guvs Corbett was a hank clerk, Tunney a ship p ing clerk. Johans­ 
son runs a heavy contracting business and a fishing boat from 
offices. 
"Critics criticized Johansson for » lancing. Well Sugar Ray Robin­ 
son danced p rofessionally before making his comeback, and I don’t 
recall that it hurt him a whit. 
"Those sloughing Johansson forgot that many things can hap ­ 
p en in a fight. My mind goes hack to the summer of 1925, when 
a heavyweight referee, Gunboat Smith, step p ed on the ankle of 
Stanislaus Loayza in the second round of his fight with Jimmy 
Goodrich. It was the final match of the lightweight elimination 
tournament 
which 
followed 
Benny 
Leonard’s 
retirement. The 
ankle was busted. Loayza was unable to continue. Goodrich, who 
scored a total of six knockouts in 110 fights, was declared the win­ 
ner by a technical KO.
